Coke  Washer  and  Ovens,  St. 


Bernard  Mines,  Earlington 


The  St  Bernard  Coal  Company,  with  headquarters  at  Earlington,  is  the 
pioneer  railroad  mine  in  the  state.  Two  mines  were  opened  in  the  autumn  of 
1870,  viz:  Number  11  and  Number  9.  In  1872  the  St  Charles  Mine  was 
opened  and  later  the  Diamond  Mine  at  Morton’ s  Gap  was  bought,  all  of 
which  are  now  in  full  operation.  Since  1870,  until  this  year  this  company, 
from  its  four  mines,  had  mined  and  sold  5,381,000  tons  or  134,525,000 
bushels  of  coal,  the  product  of  900  acres,  now  exhausted,  and  has  paid  out 
wages  in  Hopkins  county  in  that  time  over  $4,197,000.  The  annual 
production  now  exceeds  10,000,000  bushels  or  420,000  tons.  Coal  is  mined 
by  hand  labor  and  by  compressed  air  machinery.  At  two  mines  hauling  is 
done  by  locomotives.  At  one  mine  wire-rope  haulage  is  used,  the  tail-rope 
system  being  adopted,  at  the  other  mines  mules  are  used  exclusively. 
These  mines  can  produce  daily  2,000  tons  or  500,000  bushels.  At  the 
present  time  over  800  names  are  on  the  pay  rolls  of  the  company  in  Hopkins 
county,  and  not  less  than  3,000  people  depend  on  this  company  for  support. 
The  annual  pay  roll  is  now  over  $320,000.  In  1887  the  company  began  the 
manufacture  of  coke  and  such  was  their  success  in  that  line,  that  from  a 


modest  beginning  of  twenty-seven  ovens,  they  now  have  in  daily  operation 
104  ovens.  Coke  is  made  from  washed  coal.  The  finest  washing  plant  is 
used,  known  as  the  Campbell  Coal  washer,  the  cheapest  and  the  best  coal 
washer  known.  It  cleanses  the  coal  thoroughly  with  scarcely  any  loss-a  loss 
of  not  over  1  1/2  per  cent,  as  against  a  loss  of  6  to  10  per  cent  with  all  other 
machines. 

A  magnificent  artificial  lake,  Loch  Mary,  100  acres  in  extent,  furnishes 
abundant  water  for  coking  purposes,  it  requires  200,000  gallons  of  water 
daily  to  wash  the  slack  coal,  which  is  used  almost  exclusively  in  coke 
making,  each  ton  of  coke  requires  fully  a  ton  of  water  to  cool  it  down  in  the 
oven.  The  entire  output  of  coke  to  date  amounts  to  64,700  tons. 

In  connection  with  its  mines  it  operates  extensive  stores  at  Earlington, 
Morton’s  Gap,  and  St  Charles,  which  carry  stocks  and  do  a  business  that 
many  of  the  largest  metropolitan  houses  might  well  envy.
